Mlns Roosevelt, with a silver mounted 
hatchet, struck tho rope holding tne 
craft. Tho rope parted cleanly and 
the yacht sailed slowly down Into the 
water.

"In tho namo of tho Emperor of Ger- 
many I Christian thee Meteor. 


The Prince and tho President stood 


with bared heads ns the vessel gilded 
dawn the ways.

In the moulding shed of the ship build- 
ing works, left tho- Island. They did 
not partake of luncheon. Tho Prince 
escorted Miss Roosevelt to the ferry 
boat. She carried a largo bouquet of 
roses presented by the Prince.

ed for three cheers for President Roo- 
Fcvelt were given, after which

Needs It Badly 


The meeting was called to order 


by Capt. W. T. VanKIrk who stated 
that he had Issued the call at the re- 
quest of several of our business men. 
He was the last president of a for- 
mer Business Men's club and during 
the past five years had received huiv 
ilreds of communications from 
all 


parts of the country, hut that there 
was no active society -to take action 
on matters that camo up for consid- 
eration. 
It was his desire that u 


Business Men's association be form- 
ed at once, as the city needs It and 
needs It badly. 


He stated that when a permanent 


association Is formed representatives

Commissioner Rice Estimates an Ad- 


dition of $1 12 861.78 Over 


That of Last Year. 


Madison, Wis.. Feb. 
25.—Railroad 


Commlssloor Graham T. Rice . esti- 
mates that ho state will receive $1,- 
i>22U!'Jfi.G5 In taxes from the railroads 
this year. 
This Is an Increase 
of 


$112.801.78 over that of last year, the 
total then being $1,519.431.37. 


The Increase In these taxes was 


considerably more than \vsis expected, 
llefore the annual reports of the com- 
panies begun to 
come lit It 
was 


thought that.there would he a consid- 
erable Increase, but the returns have 
exceeded expectations. 


The reports show that all of the 


roads had a' much hotter business last 
year than

before. 
To be. sure some of the roads
